The piicc'pal nt>w mines 
ot the dirfti ict—nearly all gold—are 2,000

grades, but ever upward until the mines 
are entered. Goods are carried up, and 
mineials down, by numerous donkeys, 
called burios. At some nl Ui9 mines 
.hey employ horses or mules. The trails 
ive hiid to tiiss o?er to tbe mountain 
igh mineral claims were mostly through 


a wiU country, the pathway at times 
eemiugly about fix inches wide, where 
i mis-step meant a frill of seven! bun 
ived fuel ti the rocka balow. 


Above the Trees. 


"Many of the best gold mines in Colo- 


ado are so high up ia tie mountains 
hat trees will not grow there—not even

depending on the latitude. The Reolog- 
oal work I bad to do was partly below 
and paitly above the timber line.

$12.000,000 FOR GOOD ROADS. 


Sproul-Coopor Bill Provides (or the Building 


of EDO Miles of Road Yearly. 


Senator Sproul and Representative 


Cooper, of Delaware, have drafted a bill 
which contempjates the raising $12,000,- 
000 for the improvement of the roadu«of 
the Commonwealth. The bill provides 
tnat ¥6,000,000 shall 1)8 appropriated by 
the State and a similar amount by the 
counties and townships and tbat $! ,000,- 
000 be expended every year. 


It is estimated that uuder the bill COO 


miles of road could be built every year. 


The bill also provides for tbe creation 


ot a State Highway Commission, which 
shall be charged with tbe work of ad- 
ministering the fund for the building of 
better roada. The bill will be introduced 
in the Senate by Senator Sproul and in 
the House by Bepresentative Cooper. 
Senator Quay and President Cassatt, ot 
tbe Pennsylvania, favor the bill. 


B. & 0. IMPROVEMENTS. 


Distance lo Pillsburg and Chicago la be Short- 


ened—South Perm Scheme. 


BALTIMORE, Wednesday,—The Balti- 


more and Ohio Bulroad Company IB 
about to bniid a railroad some two hun- 
dred miles long that will shorten tbe dis- 
tance between Baltimore and Pittsburg 
by at leant fifty miles and, in connection 
with out-offs to be built west of Pitts- 
burg, will bring Chicago eighty miles 
nearer Baltimore so far as travel by the 
Baltimore and Ohio is concerned. 


This new line will utilize tbe old South 


Penn route, which became an object of 
great popular interest wben originally 
planned aa a link in a line which would 
bring the Vanderbilt railroads to Balti- 
more, the Western Maryland being the 
means of access to this city. The Penn- 
sylvania Hail road, however,-was quick 
to bead off this project by an invasion 
of Vanderbllt territory, and the two sys- 
tema finally adjusted their differences, 
with the result tbat the Yanderbilts 
abandoned their scheme to add Balti- 
more to Ibe list of important terminals. 
^W^',* railioad men look upon tbe step 


ItJLa.the Baltimore and Obio is about 
to take as tbe logical advance of tbe 
broad improvement policy of the man- 
agement, there ia no doubt tbat the act- 
ive progress of (he Gould plans ia con* 
nectioa with the eastward extension of 
the Wabash acd the known intention of 
building a line from Pittsburg to meet 
the Western Maryland has accelerated 
the starting of tbis big piece of work. If 
the South Penn project was not utilized 
there was nothing to prevent the Goulds 
condemning a right of way along the 
same route. 


Another important consideration in 


the construction of this road is that tbe 
Pennsylvania and the Baltimore and 
Obio managements Qave reached tbe 
conclusion that a great increase In tbe 
facilities for handling traffic between 
PittBburg and the seaboard ia vital to 
the continued prosperity oi the Pitts- 
burg region.

Hi-other and was searching for him when 
she followed him Into the room. She 
noticed Ihe revolver on the table but 
thought it a toy intended for a Christ- 
mas gift. 
With the remark: 
"Ob 


fudge," she picked up the weapon. 


It was aself-cosking weapon and went 


off. 
The ball entered Eddie's right 


cheek, passed out through tbe neck, en- 
tered the left breast and lodged m tbe 
back.

Why no 
one has before this cultivated this field 
for reform is a mystery, wben so much 
has been doce to Inculcate right habits 
among the people of far off lands.

In a short time a good specimen 
of tha former wae sent in and they are 
waiting for the latter to come ia. The 
dengelustock is a small anvil pounded 
into a stick of hard wood and the scythe 
was laid upon it and pounded sharp by 
a dengeln'^amrner. Soon the society 
will have both implements. There is 
no place in Adams county where anyone 
ooull flnd eitier. Someone aaka, What 
good wou!d an old dengelnstock and deu- 
gelnbammer do. They would help to 
Illubtrate the life of those early days, 
not only shewing how tbe labor ma 
done but bow far we have advanced 
from those days, what labor this age ii 
saved and tbe time we bave to devote to 
other things, which In tbeir day was 
given to the necessary labjrof -listener. 
These old things aie highly suggestive. 


Why they even preserve Gettysburg 


battlefield relica down in York. Not 
long ago a spur was presented to the 
Society.

A reason 
has been given for this. Gettysburg i 
touched by only one anthracite coal-ca 
rying railioid —the Heading— from 
whose bands tbo best of treatment ha 
been received.

sylvacia and the Beading railroads hav 
access, the shortage of coal lias been ae 
verely felt, not only because the town 
are larger, but because, so it is said, tb 
Beading left the Pennsylvania (o supply 
the coal, and the Pennsylvania has been 
unable to handle the commodity as fas 
as the Beading. All the tame a good 
deal of credit for Gettysburg's supply 
must be given the coal dealeis, who lef 
no stone untnrned to get the black dia 
monds.

car loads, which, while not enough to 
Oil all tue coal bins, has been sa alstn 
bated that no one has suffered from lack 
of tuel.

VINCENT O'BOLD HIS PASSED AWAY 


IT IS LIV£ MEN THAT BUILD A TOWN 


NOT DEAD 
MEN." 


That Was The Motto ol One of tba Richest 


Men in Adams County Who Started 


Life as a Farmer. 


Vincent O'Bold died at bis borna in Mo 


riherryetown last Saturday nigbt, from a 
complication of diseases, aged 72 years, 9 
months and 10 days. la the section in 
which he lived be was one of tbe bes! 


known business men. He was regardec 
as one of Adams county^ most promtneni 
and successful farmers. 


His remains were interred in the ceme- 


ery at Conowago Chapel yesterday morn 


after a Reqneim High Mass at St. 


Mary's Catholic Church, Kev. Father P 
'. Hemler being celebrant, Rev. Father 
amea Clark deacon, and Bev. Fattier 
'eter Crane subdeacon. 


His Sturdy, Active Lite. 


Vincent O'Bold was born March llth, 
827, in Conowago township, Adams Co., 
ildest child of Sebastian O'Bold and Anna 
Dellone, bis wife. He was an only eon 


id of his four sisters, only one is living, 


Mrs. Gabriella Smith, of Hanover. Tbe 
oiinder of the family in thia country, Se- 
lastinn O'Bold, (from whom also desceud- 
d tbe Drexells, the well-known Phila- 
ielphia bankers,) came from Germany in 
751, settling at Goaohenhoppen, in Mont- 
ornery county, then moving to Lancaster 
ounty, and finally in 1786 to Conjwago, 
wbere at the time of his death he owned 
hree line farms. OI his four children, 
Inthouy, tbe oldest, waa the father of 
gnatiue, 'in turn tbe father of the null- 
ed of this sketch. 


Vincent married Misa Louise, (laugh 


erof John Smith, of an old Conovago 
amily; they hid four children : Ignatius, 
student at New Windsor College, who 
ied in September, 1873, aged 23 years; 


Mary, who died at tbe age of 25 years ; 
Rebecca, who died in March, 1873, aged 
9 years; and Annie, who waa called away 
n her 18th year. Consumption claimed 
hem all aa its victims', liis wife died 
bout 22 years ugo. 
He was active, energetic, of iron con- 
titntion, capable of long continued effort, 
latient and untiring, and accumulated a 
arge fortune. „ While yet a youth he was 
tart led by learning from his uncle, Jacob 
3ellone, that bis father's farm would have 
o be sold on account of financial diffi- 
u I ties. The news made si man of him 
id he went to work to save tbe farm. He 


sorrowed $1000 from an uncle, Michael 


ellone, of East Berlin, and started to 
irn money. He toiled early and late, es- 


tablished the first milk route in McSher- 
ystown and Hanover. He often got up 
efore day, worked in the field or killed a 
alf to peddle the meat on bia trip, went 
ver his milk route and hurried back to 
ia work on tbe farm. One winter he 
aught echool. 
He also peddled flab ID 


season. He cleared (1000 the firat year, 


aod in a few years married and wi 
received from his wife paid off tbe balance 
of the debts and took the home farm. 


Made Money in Cattle. 


He went into the cattle business and for 


over twenty years rode through tbe moun< 
tains of Virginia, sleeping in shanties anc 
mills, often carrying $5 000 in cash on 
his person. He bought big droves anc 
cleared as much as a $1000 on a single trip. 
During the civil war he arranged to find 
recruits to fill tbe quota of his township 
when drafts were ordered, and handled 
large sums ot ready cash. He was in many 
dangerous places while a drover and bad 
also exciting adventures iu Harrisburg and 
with the Army of the Putomac down on 
tbe Hapidan, while in search of volunteers 
to take hie bounty money ; but hia 030 1- 
n<>aB, shrewdness, determination and bold 
address carried him safely through with- 
out mishap. 


Owned 600 Acres 


Having learned how to make and save 


money, Mr. O'Bold pushed his way with 
enterprise, shrewdness and untiring en 
ergy. He bought more farms and owned 
at one time 600 acres of the finest laud in 
the section, and two mills, for one of 
which, formerly owned by bis uncle, Jacob 
Dellone, he paid ad-public sale $17,300 


He became interested in tbe First Na- 


tional Bank of Hanover from its founda- 
tion and in 1806 was elected a Director, 
serving in that capacity until his death 
and from 1888 to 1899 as its resident. He 
was the largest stockholder at the time of 
his death. 


He was active in tbe building of the 


Hanover and York llailroad, a Director 
n tbe company and one of tha largest 
stockholders at the time of its sale to tbe 
Pennsylvania Railroad. He waa one of 
the promoters of the McSlierryetown and 
Hanover Turnpike Co., and its heaviest | 
stockholder; one of the builders aju"* 
owners of the Hanover Silk Mills ;'one of 
tbe founders and heavily interested in the 
Hanover Foundry and Machine Company, 
which succeeded it o a its failure. He waa 
also one of the founders and heaviest 
stockholders in the Hanover Milling-and 
Manufacturing Co. He waa also interest- 
ed in tbe present American Machine and 
foundry Co. He bought, enlarged and 
mproved tbe Central Hotel, at Hant 
over, and built tbe Hotel O'Bold, on tbe 
Centre Square, of that place. Thus he 
was a most enterprising and valuable citi; 
zen and tbe enterprises that have made 
Janover and McSherrystown grow owe 
much to his financial assistance in the 
past twenty years. 


Not only with his money, however, did 


he assist, but with his personal work and j 
encouraging words. He was accustomed 
to say: "It is live men that build a town, 
not dead men."

After the return of the proceeding 
and particularly as in tbia caee. nearly 
three months after day of hearing he can- 
not bo allowed to add to hia record from 
his recollection of facta.

farming or stock raising ? Stony hill- 
Bides, that are now unprofitable, can be 
made to blossom witi each returning 
spring. The grapa will grow on soils 
that refuse nourishment to cereal crops, 
and the blackberry H successfully grown 
on tbe lightest sands. 
With all the 


boast of the" West," theie U not a State 
in the Union that averages the net protit 
per acre that New Jersey does with her 
small fruits. I.:>n(ls that will cot grow a 
blade of grass iuy the grower iu pears, 
blackberries and raspberries aud the bel- 
ter qualities of soil produce the best of 
strawberries. If there is a failure In 
growing fruit it is due lo carelessness of 
the grower. Trees and vines, like any- 
thing els*, must receive the care and at- 
iKiition of the grower, must be properly 
cultivated, pruned and the fruit judi- 
ciously prepared for market. Tbe cur- 
uilio ujUbt bo fought, the borer killed 
and tin m Her aud caterpillar destroyed. 
If the work is well done and the grower 
patient his reward will surely come, for 
there can be no failure In fruit growing 
if he understands his calling.—Philn. Re- 
corii.
